Jap Invasion 
Units Reach | 
Imphal Area

NEW DELHI, April 7.—Jap- 
anese invasion forces driving 
westward through India’s Mani- 
pur state have reached the 
Imphal area and are engaging the 
defenders of that British strong- 
hold, a communique disclosed to- 
day. 

Admiral Lord Louis Mountbat- 
ten’s southeast Asia headquarters 
reported that “small” enemy col- 
umns were attacking British posi 
tions around Imphal, but asserted} 


that all these initial thrusts had 
been repulsed. | 
The attacks apparently were] 


made by Japanese flying columns 
moving down the Imphal-Kohima 
highway in the van of the main 
enemy force. 

The communique also disclosed 
that the Japanese had consolidated | 
their 15-mile road block on the 
highway north of Imphal and push-| 
ed on across the road to the west, 
in the direction of the Assam- 
Bengal railway some 50 miles away. 


“SLIGHT” PROGRESS 

Allied troops have made contact 
with the enemy forcés west of the 
highway, the communique said, add- 
ing that the Japanese thus far have 
made only “slight” progress toward 

the railway.

They explained, however, that 
they favored political action when 
voters in a constituency felt they 
were ready for it. 

The convention sent back to the 
resolutions committee for redraft- 
jing a resolution dealing with war 
and statiing that conditiions lead- 
ing to war were fostered by 
“money monopolies,” which forc- 
ed nations to blast their way into 
markets harmed democracies and 
“financed dictators.” 


Only through the defeat of the 
Axis powers could political democ- 
racy be obtaind, said the draft reso- 
lution. 

Armand Turpin, of Hull, Que., 
said there was no assurance of 
political democracy even when the 
Axis powers were defeated. The 
resolution probably would lead to 
much discussion and might well be 
held over.

or connected with the principles of 
social credit, “thus recognizing the 
principles of individual political 
freedom in speech and action.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, NAPLES, April 7.—This is 
a frank description of the Allied campaign in Italy by cor- 
respondents who have been in the field with the troops. 


It is not a cheery, optimistic report because that isn’t 
the kind of a war British, American, Canadian, African, 
Indian, French and Italian troops have been waging against 
the Germans in this theatre. 


The war in Italy is a matter of slugging ahead in some 
places a few hundred yards in a week and in others of just 
digging in and trying to hold firm at a stiff cost of lives and 
limbs. It is a war of mud and booby traps, of hopes and dis- 
appointments. It is war at its most undramatic and unpleas-

Seven months of struggling up 
the Italian boot through mud and 
mountains and =  across_ bloody 
beaches leave the Allies today still 
short of Rome, the glittering Christ- 
mas objective of the armchair 
strategists at home but with these 
considerable advances won: 


ADVANTAGES WON 

1, The Mediterranean cleared for 
Allied shipping to the Middle East; 
2, Italy knocked out of the war ex- 
cept for a Fascist remnant scarcely 
holding propaganda value to its 
Nazi masters; 3, the great network 
of airfields at Foggia nesting Allied 
planes that fly daily to pound Ger- 
man targets in southern Europe 
and the Balkans—now hammering 
enemy communications centres just 
ahead of the onrushing Red army. 

These are substantial achieve- 
ments but the limited nature of 
Allied investment of forces has 
sometimes resulted in spectacular 
disappointments such as at Cassino 
and Anzio. Correspondents at those 
fronts believe that Allied leaders 
have learned many lessons which 
will be applied to the forthcoming 
battle in western Europe, 

Here are the front-by-front re- 
ports of the correspondents: 


CASSINO FRONT 

James E. Roper, Cassino front: 
The Allies’ latest attempt to over- 
run Cassino was an example of 
trying to do too much with too 
little. They over-estimated the 
ability of Allied bombers to de- 
stroy the dug-in German garrison 
and under-estimated the amount of 
infantry needed to take the town 
after the bombardment, 

Cassino offers lessons that 
every Allied general will study 
before the opening of the western 
front, along which the Germans 
probably will be dug in deeper 
than they were at Cassino and 
will resist even more methodi- 
cally. 

The failure to use more infantry 
seems to have been due primarily 
to miscalculation, although Allied 
generals have not had unlimited re- 
sources at their disposal. 


SHORT OF SUPERIORITY 


They have been far short of the 
3 to 1 superiority an attacking force 
is supposed to have in four major 
assaults — the Americans’ bloody 
failure to cross the Rapido River, 
three miles south of Cassino, in 
mid-January; the Americans’ first 
thrust into Cassino with 38 men and 
two tanks in early February; the 
New Zealanders’ attempt to cap- 
ture the Cassino railroad station 
Feb. 18 with two companies and the 
latest New Zealand and Indian as- 
saults on Cassino.

The failure to provide more in- 
fantry for the latest atacks on the 
town itself was partly the result of 
the high command's belief the ter- 
rific bombardment would leave the 
Germans in Cassino dead or “bomb 
happy.” This was a tragic mistake. 


BOMBING INACCURATE 

Part of the failure must be at- 
tributed to inaccurate bombing. I 
watched the bombing for three and 
one-half hours from Cervaro, two 


miles from Cassino and saw sticks 
of bombs sown across the valley 
and town and up the nearby moun- 
tains, Perhaps 45 per cent hit the 
city, a mile long and two-thirds of 
a mile wide. One stick of bombs 
fell two miles from Cassino, and 
another dropped from a Liberator 
a mile behind my vantage point, 
which I shared part of the time 
with Lt.-Gen, Mark W. Clark. 

Pilots blamed these wild misses 
on defective bomb racks. 


NAZIS STILL FOUGHT 

Cassino was turned into a caul- 
dron of fire, smoke and rubble but 
the Germans came up out of tun- 
nels to resist the infantry. Allied 
intelligence apparently had not 
considered the possibility of the 
Germans utilizing the ancient tun- 
nels under Cassino, although the 
Todt labor groups were known io 
have been working in Cassino as 
far back as January. Some officers 
now feel they should have guessed 
the tunnels were being incorporat- 
ed in Cassino’s defensive network. 

The one thing the bombing has 
done is to make the streets im- 
passable for armor. With the armor 
stuck, Cassino remains a job for 
infantry and that’s what the Allies 
haven't had enough of. 


ANZIO BEACHHEAD 

Robert Vermillion, Anzio Beach- 
head—The beachhead south of 
Rome has been quiet for the past 
30 days and everywhere in the 90 
square miles of American and 
British-held soil there is an aware- 
ness that the curving front is likely 
to expand in the direction of Rome. 
Neither side holds the initiative at 
the moment but the balance is so 
delicate either may.seize it with 
brief preparations. 

Both sides have powerful ar- 
tillery concentrations and armor- 
ed forces ready to spearhead an 
attack. 

This situation has prevailed since 
the last German attack in March 
between Carroceto and Cisterna, 
which was beaten off with heavy 
losses to the Germans in men and 
armor and not without consider- 


able American casualties. Both 
sides have repaired the damage 


and now each waits for the other's 
next move, 
STRONG DEFENSIVELY 

Both sides have reached the 
highest point of defensive strength. 
The Germans are laying mine- 
fields, stringing barbed wire and 
erecting strong points all around 
the Allied perimeter. The Allies 
also lie behind wire and mines. 

The beachhead commander is 
confident the Anglo-Americans 
can withstand another attack as 
great as the Germans launched in 
mid-February, 

British and American soldiers on 
the beachhead, fighting for the first 
time in flat land where movements 
by day are suicide and by the 
bright Italian moon are almost 
equally dangerous, are becoming in- 
creasingly “attack-minded,” They 
are tired of lying all day in slit 
trenches or crouching in foxholes 
exchanging a few shots with the 
enemy or engaging him in incon- 


clusive “combat patrol” action 
Many of the Allied soldiers express 
i desire to attack, take the losses 
“at one crack” and “get some- 


where.” 


8TH ARMY FRONT

Deserting the Outposts 


Allied fliers in the Pacific are now mak- 
ing multiple raids, and reporting them in 
batches instead of singly. Thursday’s re- 
lease carried the names of Wewak, the 
Dutch East Indies, Timor, New Ireland, 
New Britain, Wake, Ponape, and four Jap 
bases in the Marshalls. 

This summary covers operations over an 
extent of sea 3,000 miles long and 2,000 
miles across. An area as large as from 
Lisbon to Leningrad and from London to 
Naples.

Stranger States 


According to word from Ottawa, some 
difficulty is being found in fixing a suitable 
date for the projected Dominion Provincial 
conference which has been under discuss- 
ion for some months. 

All the troubles that have attended the 
arrangement of this meeting offer a quaint 
commentary on the relationship that exists 
between the provincial and federal govern- 
ments of Canada, They give rise to the sus- 
picion that, in some respects, these govern- 
ments are actually stranger states, 

When, for instance, it is desirable to 
promote co-operative action between Can- 
ada and the United States or Canada and 
any other friendly country, the machinery 
for that co-operation is ready to be put into 
motion, An elaborate diplomatic system 
exists to transmit without delay even the 
finest shades of opinion from one govern- 
ment to another. 

But whenever the provinces wish to 
deal with federal authorities, a special pil- 
grimage to Ottawa usually occurs which 
sometimes involves half a provincial cab- 
inet. 

The curious fact is that in many re- 
sSpects Ottawa is closer to so-called foreign 
governments than it is to the governments 
of the Canadian provinces.

Despite the Mud 


Moscow claims that the Odessa trap has 
heen practically closed, with the survivors 
of 100,000 Nazi and Rumanian occupation 
troops inside. As nothing has been said to 
the contrary, it is to be supposed the six 
divisions or more of Axis forces marooned 
last fall in the Crimea are still there, dead 
or alive, In the Tarnopo! area the Russians 
some days ago reported they were drawing 


together the mouth of another pocket con- 
taining 200,000 Hitlerites. 

These are big figures. They indicate 
the enormous manpower the Red army 
must have turned loose on that southern 
sector to make it possible to bypass, sur- 
round and hold enemy forces of such mag- 
nitude for leisurely liquidation. Weeks ago 
Berlin began to explain that its generals on 
the eastern front were pursuing a ‘‘detach- 
ment” strategy. This was a polite term 
meaning that they were carrying out a fast 
retreat, hoping that the Russians could not 
keep up. They do not seem to have made 
much of a success of the manoeuvre. 

The Russians on their part explain that 
an unusually early thaw prevented their 
spearhead columns really getting into their 
stride. If that is correct it is much to be 
regretted, for with good travelling weather 
for those pursuit columns it seems fairly 
likely that Hitler would now have more 
troops cooped up in corrais in the Ukraine 
than he has in Rumania.

What Soviet peace aims may be 
are another matter, But it is a mis- 
take to confuse war aims and peace 
aims—the objectives for which a 
war is fought, with the principles 
upon which peace can be establish- 
ed. War and peace are opposites, 
War is conflicts Peace is agree- 
ment. Wars are thus more likely 
to be followed by lasting peace if 
they are waged for limited objec- 
tives. Wars waged for unlimited 
objectives are bound to be im- 
mensely protracted. They endure 
until one side or the other is utter- 
ly exhausted, and what usually fol- 
lows is a truce lasting only until 


the defeated has had time to re- 
cover and find new alles.

Among wars for limited objec- 
tives we may count the wars for 
independence or for national con- 
solidation, such as the American 
revolutionary war. Its object was 
to compe! Britain to relinquish 
sovereignty over what was to be- 
come the United States. Its aim 
was not to destroy the British em- 
pire. It was followed by another 
war within a generation over the 
issue of the freedom of the seas, 
since when Britain and America 
have lived in perpetual peace,

The first world war established 
under a slogan an unlimited object- 
ive. It was “to make the world safe 
for democracy.” In that phrase a 
peace aim was confused with a war 
aim. A grandiose project for world 
organization in the League of Nat- 
ions was projected, while the belli- 
gerents constantly expanded their 
original war aims. At the end of the 
war these expanding claims were in 
such conflict even among the Allies, 
that it was impossible to make a 
league of nations which would func- 
tion. Instead of destroying the ob- 
stacles to peace innumerable new 
ones had been created. The van- 
quished felt the aim of a “World 
safe for democracy” had been aban- 
doned, while the overlapping claims 
of the victors were the source of

They are, in fact, waging 
a more conservative war than the 
Allies. What they will do in peace 
is another matter—but it belongs 
to the peace. 

And I believe we would get this 
war over much quicker, and have 
an infinitely greater promise of 
lasting peace, if we would return 
to the war aims with which it be-

The question which has worried 
many parenis whose sons and 
daughters are away from home for 
the first time is, “What opportuni- 
ties have the boys and girls in our 
armed forces for recreation and 
good, wholesome fun during their 
off-duty hours in military estab- 
lishments?” 

By agreement with the Domin- 
ion’s Army, Navy and Air Force 
Defence Departments, six national 
organizations are operating war 
auxiliary services in the various 
armed forces establishments. These 
services provide the boys and girls 
with programs of sports, entertain- 
ments, films, recreation, education 
and personal services. 

Since their establishment at the 
beginning of the war, the activities 


Critical Points in Air Policy 


Controversy Is Expected 
To Arise on Several 


Items 
By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA—When the new air 
policy is introduced in parliament 
in the form of legislation contro- 
versy is expected to arise on several 
points, 

Here are a few of them. 

The reason given by Mr. Howe 
for the ejection of the C.P.R, from 
air transportation was that railways 
ought not to be allowed to own air 
lines, This principle, as his state- 
ment shows, derives from the Unit- 
ed States. He cited the U.S. Aero- 
nautics Act of 1938 as a precedent, 

In adopting this principle, Mr. 
Howe reversed the position he took 
in parliament in 1937 when he pro- 
posed the Trans-Canada Act and 
turned over to the National Rail- 
ways the task of developing a major 
air line service. In 1937, Mr. Howe 
was certain that a railway company 
was the right and proper agency 
to launch an air service. 

All the known circumstances point 
to the conclusion that Mr. Howe 
dragged this railway argument in 
by the heels to support a policy 
which had been adopted for quite 
different reasons. All the argu- 
ments used by Mr. Howe in 1937 
hold true today and have the addi- 
tional sanction of seven years’ suc- 
cessful demonstration. ‘

Under the new policy the Trans- 
Canada will have to be separated 
from the National Railways. Mr. 
Howe sought to soften the implied 
criticism by praising the National. 
In point of fact, the U.S. principle 


‘ of divorcing railways from other 


kinds of transportation dates back 
to the days of the robber barons. In 
1937, Mr. Howe chose to ignore it, 
but in 1944 he found in it a conveni- 
ent support. 

The CPA is being put out of the 
air business because it has chal- 
lenged Trans-Canada and the gov- 
ernment, That the CPA happens to 
owned by a railway company is an 
accident, If CPA under any owner- 
ship had acted as it acted the gov- 
ernment would have take the same 
action, And in the reverse, if CPA 
had been content to operate in the 
field assigned to private enterprise, 
it would not have been unduly dis- 
turbed and Mr. Howe's new prin- 
ciple would not have been heard 
of. 

Therefore, it is regarded

rate Trans-Canada from the Na- 
tional Railways. This will cost the 
public hard cash. Trans-Canada 
will have to equip itself with num- 
erous branches and services hith- 
erto provided by the National or 
shared jointly by both. The added 
cost will run into hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and would 
have eaten up all of Trans- 
Canada’s surpluses to date.

Another weakness in the policy, 
as seen at Ottawa, is that the divid- 


ing line between main and feeder) 


line operations is still confused. It 
will be extremely difficult to per- 
suade private capital to enter a 
field where there is no guarantee 
of permanence, 

Still another weakness is that 
feeder line services are not likely 
to be sustaining unless they are 
consolidated to a point where the 
overhead cost of management and 
maintenance is reduced to a mini- 
mum. The fact that CPA could so 
speedily acquire practically all of 
these local lines indicates that they 
were for sale and were not money- 
makers. 

Now the government proposes to 
reserve these feeder lines for vet- 
erans of the R.C.A.F. Apparently 
the government, on the recom- 
mendation of the proposed air 
transport board, will finance these 
ventures if necessary. Many com- 
petent people at Ottawa feel that 
the final result of this policy will 
be the bankruptcy of the individual 
companies and, ultimately, a pub- 
licly-owned monopoly of feeder as 
well as main line services, 

The best chance, it is believed, 
for private enterprise in this field 
is to leave CPA in possession and 
to ignore its grimaces at Trans- 
Canada, The parent C.P.R. is suf- 
ficiently strong to meet losses over 
a period of years and ultimately 
the feeder line business might be- 
come profitable, As it now stands, 
the CPA must get out and pre- 
sumably Parliament will have to 
pay compensation for losses due to 
expulsion. New and, financially, 
much weaker companies will be 
set up and, it is thpught, further 
and greater losses will be incurred 
ending in an undesired and per- 
haps unnecessary over-all state 
monopoly. 

* * * 

The final criticism arises from 
the proposal to set up an air trans- 
port board to regulate and control 
air transportation. The present 
transport board will be confined to 
surface transportation. 

It is pointed out that what is re- 
quired is a body to regulate and 
co-ordinate transportation gener-

Film Board Has Severe Critics 


Canadian War Films Are 
Important Is General 
View

OTTAWA: By any yardstick the 
work of the National Film Board 
of Canada has been successful and 

it has furnished this country with a 

strong arm of information and 

propaganda that will serve far be- 
yond the double wartime duty of 
interpreting Canada and our era 
of war and world transition to 
audiences in Canada and_ else- 
where. Members of parliament, re- 
lying on the universal belief that 
the movies are here to stay and, 
for the most part, lacking the 
capacity to judge definitely the 
work of the film board either as 
art or propaganda, are agreed that 

Canadian war films are important, 

Why they are, few of them care 

to say, Parliament votes money for 

the film board each year, and John 

Grierson & Co, continue to turn 

out an astonishing succession of 


|short films that demonstrate, con- 


trary to the idea sedulously fos- 
tered by Hollywood for so long, 
that the motion picture is not 
necessarily devoid of intelligence. 
The Toronto Conservative mem- 
ber, Mr. Rodney Adamson, is 
famous in Parliament for his wax- 
ed mustache, not for his views on 
films, The other day he suspected 
that the film board “has become 
a propagandist for a type of social- 
ist and foreign philosophy,” that 
is “obviously putting out Soviet 
propaganda.” When questioned by 
Mr, LaFleche, with that urbane 
semblance of innocence that so 
becomes a cabinet minister, Mr. 
Adamson singled out Our Native 
Land and World in Action. 
* * #* 


This proved that Mr. Adamson, 
like radio committee members that 
never listen to the radio, has not 
been to the movies for a long time. 
Native Land was an American 
movie dealing with the rise of 
labor unions (or so an informant 
tells me, for I have never seen it), 
World in Action is not a film, but 
a series of films created by cam- 
eras and cutting tools of the film 
board for distribution in theatres. 
This series reaches some 6,000 
movie theatres in the United 
States, and in Canada there can 
hardly be a movie-goer who has 
not seen several releases of the 
World in Action series, or its 
counterpart, Canada Carries On, 

In the last year, the World in 
Action series has included two- 
reel films with the following titles: 
Invasion, War for Men's Minds, 
The Gates of Italy, Corvette Port 
Arthur, Labor Front,’ War Birds 
(this is about pigeons and most of 
the material is also used in an 
R.C.A.F. training film), the Fight- 
ing Dutch, and Our Northern 
Neighbors. 

Obviously, Mr. Adamson had in 
mind the film called Our Northern 
Neighbor. It was called Russia's 
Foreign Policy when it was re- 
leased in the United States, It was, 
as Mr, Adamson quoted from The 
New Yorker magazine, the strong- 
est statement of the Russian point 
of view that has come from any 
place but the U.S.S.R. It is also 
typical of the series, as The New 
Yorker also said, in its smoothness 
and economy of expression.

What a Canadian documentary 
film, as it comes fresh from a film 
board drying rack, tries to do is 


simple. It tries to expound by sight 
and sound the reality that awaits 
anyone with discovering eyes and 
ears in an event, an idea, a policy or 
a philosophy. The Russian view- 
point, it goes without saying, is 
something that we need to under- 
stand, 

Mr. Melvor, the Fort William 
member, wanted the film board to 
photograph the Kakabeka Falls, 
with the idea that such a beautiful 
sight should be shown around 
Canada. One result would be to 
advertise the head of the lakes. 
If this theory of the function of 
the film board prevailed, it would 
quickly destroy the work of that 
board. The recent work of the 
film board has dealt mainly with the 
economic, social and philosophic 
problems of Canadians, not with 
their inorganic environment. 

In Parliament, the occasional at- 
tack upon the film board points to 
the thesis that the new government- 
owned film industry has its enemies. 


A few years ago the motion picture} 


bureau, dealing mainly in life and 
scenery without analysis, did about 
$200,000 in business a year. Now the 
film board is a $2,000,000 a year 
business, comparable to the CBC. 
In the U.S.A. it has an audience of 
20,000,000 a month, It has developed 


| the documentary technique so that, 
in some respects, it leads the world, 
Inquiries show that other countries, 
like Australia, South Africa and 
Brazil, will likely imitate Canada in 
setting up film boards. Canada’s has 
developed a group of its own film 
technicians and artists, numbering 
upwards of 500, who practice an art 
hitherto unknown in Canada. It has 
weighed heavily on the scales of 
Allied propaganda in this war, and 
it is sending the name of Canada to 
audiences around the world.

Anzio Battle 
Is Now Duel 
Of Big Guns 


By KENNETH L, DIXON 

AT THE 5TH ARMY ANZIO 
BEACHHEAD, April 7—(AP)— 
Both sides barricaded behind 
barbed wire entanglements and 
buried explosives, the battle on 
this beachhead south of Rome has 
settled down into a steady ar- 
tillery due! and sporadic patrol 
activity. 

The big gun duel definitely has 
developed these opposing assets: 
The Germans’ artillery outranges 
the Allied guns at least four or five 
miles—and sometimes more than 10 
miles. The 5th Army forces, how- 
ever, outnumber the enemy both 
in artillery available and in am- 
munition. 


FACE HEAVIER FIRE 

Thus, German front-line forces 
are facing much heavier fire than 
Allied troops, but Allied rear units 
at the same time are suffering more 
shelling than the enemy rear. ’ 

Officers said both sides are so 
deeply dug iin holes, trenches, 
tunnels and sand-bagged dugouts 
that casualties are comparatively 
low, consideriing the intensitiy of 
the duel. 

The extent of the wire entangle- 
ments and the mines iin no-man's 
land had discouraged skirmishing.

LONDON, April 7~(AP)—La- 
bor troubles—held in check 
through the war's early stages by 
the urgency of national need and 
by arbitration machinery, are

year since the paralyzing general 
walkout of 1926, 

Last year was the second worst |

The immediate result of the 
strike of 125,000 miners in South 
Wales and Monmouthshire in 
March and the walkout of 90,000 
miners in Yorkshire which ex- 
tended into April has been a de 
finite blow to war industry on the 
eve of the invasion of Europe, 

Maj. Gwilym Lloyd George, fuel 
minister, told the House of Com- 
mons on April 6 that the Yorkshire 
strike already had cost more than 
1,000,000 tons of coal, had stopped 
all coal export to neutrals and had 
necessitated a 20 per cent curtail

First Lt. Clyde A. Henderson of 
Brecksville, O,, who commanded 
the trial platoon, returned recently 
to the marines war dog training 
company at Camp Legeune, N.C, 
His first-hand combat information 
will be invaluable in the stepped- 
up preparations of the training 
company, which is commanded by 
Capt. Jackson S, Boyd of South- 
ern Pines, N.C. 

PROVED A SUCCESS 
VER the telephone from Camp 
Lejeune, Boyd told us last 
night, “Yes, our war dogs proved 
a success in the jungle fighting at 
Bougainville and, I might add, at 
other places since then, Their 


chief value was in silent scouting, | 


for which they were carefully 
trained. They prevented casualties 
by alerting the enemy—locating 
snipers, machine gun nests, pill-

humans can neither see, hear nor 
smell the enemy. 

“They also proved useful as 
speedy messengers, and as 
watchful sentries that prevented 
infiltration of the enemy while 
our men were trying to sleep, 
But let me emphasize that these 
dogs are not used as weapons, 
They are not sent out to attack 
anyone, Most of the dogs we 
train are Doberman Pinchers or 
German Shepherds; they gen- 
erally respond more readily to 
our fraining than other breeds.”

WASHINGTON.—Now let me tell 
you more about my visit to Brazil. 

Not far from Recife, Vice-Ad- 
miral Ingram has established a 
recreation centre where our navy 
men, who go out to sea in the 
smaller craft which do the really 
hard patrol and convoy work, can 
spend two or three days between 
trips. The building was already 
there when our men arrived and 
has been adapted to their use, I

Retire Before 
Fall of Rome

NAPLES, April 7—Count Carlo 

Sforza, one-time Italian foreign 

minister, said today he believed 

King Victor Ernmanuel, in the in- 
terests of the Italian people, will 

retire temporarily even before the 
fall of Rome and place the royal 
interests in the hands of the 

Crown Prince Humbert in an 
effort to settle the political crisis. 

Sforza in an exclusive interview 
with the British United Press, also 
indicated that the executive com- 
mittee of the six-party Junta will 
remain firm in refusing to enter the 
cabinet until the king formally had 
agreed to retire. 

The press office of Premier Pietro 
Badoglio issued an official denial of 
a purported statement by Crown 
Prince Humbert that he offered to 
take over the king's duties and in- 
terests immediately. 

“The purported declaration by 
thé Prince of Piedmont (Humbert) 
as given out by a news agency is 


devoid of any foundation,’ the 
statement said. 

FOLLOWS MEETING 

Sforza’s statement followed a 
meeting of the exectuive committee 
yesterday at which Benedetto 


Croce, Liberal leader, revealed that 
the King had agreed to retire tem- 
porarily after Rome falls and per- 
under 


mit a lieutenant-generalcy 
Humbert until the Italian people 
have had a chance to vote when 


Italy is fully liberated 

Referring to the statement by 
Croce, who has refused sugges- 
tions to take over the premier- 
ship, Sforza said the action was 
“originated only by our loyalty to 
Italy and the Allied cause, since 
Italy can not make a war effort 
as long as she is led by men who 
fought by the side of Hitler.” 
“Kings have one quality they 
have or should have as their first 
consideration the permanent inter- 
ests of their dynasty,” he explained 
“I feel confident the king will real- 
ize he serves his cause and name 
better by retiring immediately since 
his presence is such an element of 
irritation to his people.”

Education of 
Child Stressed 
By Authority 


The education of the child dur- 
ing the first five years is as im- 
portant as the final education 
stages, Dr. W. E. Blatz, professor 
of psychology at the University 
of Toronto, stated on his arrival 
here Friday to address a meeting 
sponsored by the Westglen Home 


and School Association, and the 
Edmonton Council for Adult Edu- 
cation. The meeting will be held 
at the Masonic Temple at 8:15 
p.m. 

This pre-school education, he 
said, was a solution to the juvenile 
delinquency problem. During the 
first five years children should be 
taught social adjustment, emotional 
control and consistent discipline. 
This can be accomplished through 
education at nursery schools, post 
and pre-natal clinics, and by par- 
ent education, 

He said that nursery schools must 
not be confused with the day 
nurseries created as a war ex- 
pedient to bring women into war 
industry. In his opinion the day 
nursery should be discontinued 
immediately the national expedi- 
ency is met, 


COMMENTS ON TRIPS 


Commenting on three trips made 
to Britain since 1940, Dr. Blatz said 
that there, the parents and govern- 
mental authorities were appreciat- 
ing the benefits accruing to the 
nation through the stressing of 
health and pre-school education of 
the children during the first five 
years of life. 

He said there were two stumbl- 
ing blocks to the provision of the 
education in the pre-school period 
One was the parent who thinks that 
the raising of children is an easy 
matter and that women were 
naturally endowed by nature for 
this purpose, and that fathers did 
not have any place in the scheme. 


THE COST 

The second, he added, was that 
this education costs considerable, 
but it pays great dividends. 

He said the trend in education 
should be to develop in Canada a 
spirit amongst the nation’s youth, 
of service to the nation, rather than 
the present attitude that “the na- 
tion owes the individual a living.”
